North of Kemmel French

GERMANS ARE REPULSED 
ON THE PICARDY FRONT 


They Attacked Positions 
Recently Taken by the 
French, But Failed With 
Severe Losses--- Italian 
Troops Becoming Active.

New York, May 12.—(By Asgociated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The German armies in Flaen- 
ders and Picardy are still 


Except for their artillery wings, which 
are carrying out bombardments on va- 
rious sectors, they are doing little 
work anywhere. 

Evidently the enemy is not yet pre- 
pared to test his strength against the 
reinforced lines of ‘the allies, al- 
though it is still expected that the 
day is not far distant when he again 
will try to break through the allied 
front. Meanwhile, the British and 
French armies are letting no oppor- 
tunity pass to peck at the Germans at 
points where the enemy front is.con- 
sidered particularly vulnerable. North 
of Kemmel the French have recov- 
ered another slice of territory in a 
sharp fight in which they came into 
hand-to-hand combat with the Ger- 
mans.\ In addition, more than 100 
prisoneré were taken.

Considerable activity is in progress 
|in the Italian theater. Between Asi- 
ago and the Brenta river on the 
northern front, the Italians have 
stormed Austrian positions at Col Dell 
Orso and destroyed the garrison in 
hand-to-hand fighting. At several 
other points along the northern front 
the Italiane have worsted the enemy 
in engagements evidently started 
with the intention of rectifying the 
ine. The Austrian emperor, accom- 
harcga by his foreign minister, has 
'paid a visit to the Italian front, after- 
i ward proceeding to German headquar- 
ters. 

The taking of the initiative into 
their own hands apparently augurs 
well for the morale of the Italians, 
and it is not improbable that, with 
the snows in the mountain passes 
having melted and the spring freshets 
'on the wane, it is their purpose now 
to make things interesting for the 
invaders. 


STRATEGIC POINT 
TAKEN BY FRENCH 
NORTH OF KEMMEL 


‘With the British Army in France, 
May 12.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
An important section of high ground 
near the Vyverbeek § river, north of 
Kemmel, has been captured by the 
French in a strong attack. Both Hill 
44 and Goddezone farm, which lie be- 
tween Laclytte and Virstraat, were 
stormed and occupied, thereby giving 
the French positions which had been 
a bone of contention for many days. 

The Germans also received a knotk 
on the southern battle front, where 
they made a drive in an attempt to 
capture defenses on the elevation 
south of Mailly-Raineval. Here the 
enemy succeeded after hard fightisng 
in obtaining a footing in the French 
front linejat one place, but their suc- 
cess was short-lived, far a prompt 
counter assault drove them out, and, 
besides their dead, they left more than 
a hundred prisoners in the hands of 
the defenders. 

The battle for Hill 44 was the out- 
come of the German attack May §&. 
When ‘the Germans assaulted, the al- 
lies wére holding the elevation. Bitter 
fighting ensued all day long, and “the 
Germans in the course of time secured 
possession of the hill. The British al- 
most immediately organized a counter 
attack and forced the enemy out. 

The next day the Germans again 
drove forward. They made such a 
heavy assault that they again captured 
the hill, which they held until yester- 
day. 

No other infantry action of impor- 
tance has occurred in the last twenty- 
four hours. Raids and minor opera- 
tions have en continued by both 
sides, and thé artillery has been ex- 
ceedingly busy at many points. The 
German gunners have been pounding 
the back areas hard, and during the 
last twenty-four hours great quanti- 
ties of gas shells have been thrown by 
long-range guns.-

SHOT AT WOODBURY 


Posse of Citizens; Led by 
Bloodhounds, Now on the 
Trail of Alleged Negro 
Slayer---Carl Ware Dies 
at Hospital Here. 


Carl Ware, 25 years old, a mem- 
ber of the’ 157th depot brigade, Camp 
Gordon, and formerly a prominent 
planter living near Woodbury, Ga., died 
at 6 o’clock Sunday evening at the 
Georgia Baptist hospital. It was re- 
ported he was shot twice through the 
skull by an enraged negro, formerly 
in his employ, about 12 o'clock Sunday 
morning, while he was home on a fur- 
lough. 

Reports from Woodbury indicate that 
a crowd of 200 citizens are scouring 
the county, and many bloodhounds are 
on the trail of the alleged desperado. 
Up to an earl¥ hour lasts night it had 
not be@n learned, whether he had been 
capjured. 

Ware entered the service about a 
month ago, and went “home to view 
his plantation. He was riding in his 
car with his brother, when they passed 
the negro, whose name has not been 
learned. After the car passed, it its 
said, a volley of ‘shots was fired’ two 
shots passing through Ware’s head, 
and another wounding his brother in

Ottawa, Ont., May 12.—So0 eonfident 
is the entente of its ability to with- 
the Germans can 
launch that it has been decided not to 
use the American army until it be- 
comes a complete, and powerful force, 
according to a cable summary of oper- 
ations on the western front received 
here tonight from the war council of 
the British cabinet, 

“The position now is,” said the sum- 
“that the Germans, determined to 
concentrate every available unit on one 
enormous offensive, are draining their 
country dry to force a decision before 
it is too late, while the entente are so 
confident that, having been given the 
»choice of a small immediate American 
army for defense, or waiting till they 


are reinforced by a complete, power- 
ful, self-supporting American army, 
they have chosen the latter. 

Strategy of Allies. 

“To the sledge hammer uses of 
masses of men by the enemy the allies 
are opposing the strategy of meeting 
the blow with the smallest force ca- 
pable of standing up to the shock, while 
keeping ‘the strongest reserve possible. 
Troops on the wings are permitted to 
give ground within limits whenever the 
enemy has been made to pay a greater 
price than the ground is worth, the 
whole aim beimg to reduce the enemy 
to such a state of exhaustion that our 
reserve, at the right moment, can ro- 
store the situation. 

“In the present operations the British 
army hes withstood many times its 
own weight of enemy masses. It fas 
retired slowly, exacting the fullest 
price. Meanwhile, Foch holds the bulk 
of the French in reserve, sending units 
only to points hard pressed. This 
strategy has justified itself in that in 
three weeks it has seen the enemy 
brought to a standstill without a sin- 
gle strategic objective fulfilled and with 
losses so immense that his reserve is 
in danger of proving inadequate to his 
policy. 

“The German commander, seeing how 
nearly he is delivering himself to the 
allied reserve, has been compelled to 
accept temporary failure and call a 
halt. His position is tactically exposed 
in two dangerous salients on water- 
logged ground. His countrymen are 
dangerously dissatisfied at the immense 
price he paid for his failure to termi- 
nate their sufferings. His allies are on 
the verge of quarreling and daily ex- 
hibit their growing dislike and distrust 
of the task-master who robs them of 
their lives and food. 

German Reserves Nearly Exhausted. 

“His reserves have nearly reached 
complete exhaustion Those of the 
Franco-British are still in being, while 
the American preparations develop. 
The time draws closer when defeat is 
inevitable. Therefore, he must renew 
the offensive. His preparations pro- 
ceed feverishly, but it takes months 
properly to organize such an offen- 
He must be satisfied with what 
he can do‘ in weeks. We may, there- 
fore, expect a renewed, furious on- 
slaughts before long. The enemy is 
so committed to his strategical plans 
that we may await his main blow on 
the Arras-Amiens front, while neces- 
sit’ compels him to try to improve 
his position in the Lys sector. 

“The allies may have complete con- 
fidence in the result. For the enemy 
the issue is a desperate endeavor to 
avoid defeat; for the allies the issue 
is only that of victory deferred. The 
coming battle may be a repetition of

COMING “DRY.” 


Legalized traffic in alcoholic liquors in 
the United States is on the verge of oblivion. 

The national anti-saloon organization re- 
cently expressed itself as being convinced 
that within ten months, or by March 1 of 
next year, the necessary three-fourths, or 
36 of the 48 states of the union, will have 


formally ratified the proposed prohibitory 
amendment to the national constitution. 
And when that is done the battle will be 
won and the United States will be legally 
dry. | 

Commenting on the outlook, The Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer—republican and “dry” in 
the metropolis of a dry state—recounts that 
eleven states have already ratified the 
amendatory act of congress, among them 
being formerly notoriously anti-prohibition 
Massachusetts, and that twenty bonedry 
states will hold legislative sessions begin- 
ning next June. And The Post-Intelligencer 
ventures this prophecy— | 

cio ane’ at ee ee 
to be as certain as anything can be in 
human affairs, and, with dry Georgia's 
ratification next June, the total will be 
swelled to thirty-two, leaving only 
four states necessary to a complete dry 
victory.” 

There are twenty-seven states that pre- 
viously has adopted prohibition by indi- 
vidual] action, either by statute or by state 
constitutional amendment, and there is 
hardly a shadow of a doubt that every one 
of them will answer “aye” when the roll- 
call ig sounded on the ratification question. 
Certain it is that the Seattle newspaper’s 
assurance as to Georgia will not have been 
misplaced, because the beneficent effects. 
of statutory prohibition in this state have 
been so glaringly apparent that the legisla- 
ture next summer will undoubtedly ratify 
the amendment for nation-wide prohibition. 

In this state experience with prohibition 
was clearly summed up by Judge Ben H. 
Hill in his charge to the grand jury last 
Monday when he said— 


“The prohibition laws have accom- 
plished great good. Crime has been 
cut in half. Whether this is due en- 
tirely to bone-dry prohibition no one 
can say, but undoubtedly most of it is.” 


That expresses in a few words the senti- 
ments of the rank and file of the worthy, 
law-abiding d law-respecting citizens of 
Georgia; and our experience has had its 
counterpart in every other saloonless state. 

Other states, still wet, want to be able 
to tell a similar story as applied to them- 
selves; and that is one of the reasons why 
the whole nation is going dry. 


THE FARMER AND HIS DUTY.

THE WHITEHALL PAVING. 


The Atlanta Retail Merchants’ associa- 
tion has very commendably set iteelf behind 
the proposal to repave Whitehall street, from 
Alabama street to the railroad bridge, in a 
manner as is set forth in the news columns 
of this issue of The Constitution. | 

Some time ago the commissioners of Ful- 
ton. county agreed to assume the city’s por- 
tion—one-third—of the cost of the proposed 
paving project. The Georgia Railway and 
Power company coricurrently declared its 
willingness to assume its one-third of the 
cost, and work probably would today be un- 
der way had the owners of abutting property 
done their part. 

The law requires that before bids for such 
work can be called for, owners of 51 per cent 
of the abutting property must, by petition, de- 
clare their acquiescence in the proposal and 
their willingness to bear each his pro rata 
of one-third of the cost thereof. May 1 was 
set as the time limit for compliance with the 
requirements of the county—and nothing has 
been done.

“HUNS |” 


It is not because of nationality or tribe 
affiliations that German soldiers in the 
present war are commonly and aptly re- 
ferred to as “Huns,” but because of their 
characteristics and the resemblance of their 
conduct in war generally to that of the bar- 
barian Huns of fifteen hundred years ago 
under the leadership of King Attila. 

Ancient history records that when the 
Huns, a tribe descended from the Tartars, 
were stopped by the Chinese wall from fur- 
ther pillaging China they turned westward, 
and, under Attila, self-styled “scourge of 
God,” proceeded to visit the direst cruelties 
of fire and sword upon all 
Europe. 

Wherever Attila and his murderous band 
went they left death, misery, lamentation 
and devastation in their wake; and the 
deeds of the Huns in Europe form one of the 
blackest pages of the world’s history. 

The nearest approach to “Hunism” that 
modern history records is German “kultur!” 
And the head of “kultur’ in our day, Wil- 
helm Hohenzollern, on July 27, 1900, at Bre- 
merhaven, in a ‘farewell address to his 


| troops leaving for China to co-operate with 


the troops of other European nations and

According to letters sent back to the 

“Fatherland” by German troops, the kaiser’s 
men in China did their utmost to live up to 
his parting mandate, and they freely boasted 
of their atrocities and gloried in their inhu- 
manities. Under the caption, “Letters of 
the Huns,” many of these boastful missives 
were gathered together and published in the 
socialist Vorwaerts, and subsequently the 
social democrat, leader, Herr Bebel, in a 
speech in the reichstag, discussing the be- 
havior of German troops in China, said that— 


An expedition of revenge so barbarous 
as this has never occurred in the last 
100 years and not often in history; at 
least nothing worse than this has hap- 
pened in hietory, either done by the 
Huns, the Vandals, by Gengis Khan, by 
Tamerlane, or even by Tilly when he 
sacked Madgeburg. 

Thus it is seen that the appellation, 
which is so bitterly resented by the Germans 
today, had its origin from the kaiser’s own 
lips and in the hearts and deeds of his 
armed minions. In the current war it has 
been given hideous realism and peculiar ap- 
propriateness by the horrifying atrocities in 
the territory that has been overridden by 
the Prussian terrorists. BEE

FORREST TO SERVE 
‘BUREAU OF MARKETS 
AT ATLANTA OFFICE 


Advice has just been received in Atlanta 
that C. A. Forrest, for years general agent 
in this city for St. Louis and San Francisco 
railroads, and now division freight agent for 
these lines in Birmingham, Ala., has received 
civil service appointment as assistant in 
transportation, bureau of markets, United 
States department of agriculture, with offices 
in Atlanta, in charge of the entire south- 
eastern territory extending through North 
Carolina and Tennessee to the Mississippi 
river and everything south thereof; besides 
doing service at other points in thé United 
States.

of the printers. 

The reports are diametrically opposed. On 
the one hand, there are the state depart- 
ments and the educational institutions gen- 
erally clamoring for more funds. Examina- 
tion of witness after witness in the hearings 
which took place during last Thursday, Fri- 
day and Saturday brought out the fact that 
more money is wanted, needed, in instances 
imperative. Further hearings will begin 
Wednesday. 

Say Taxes Are Lilegal. 

On the other hand, there is a faction of 
which Representative Joe Hill Hall is a 
leader, which holds that most of the state 
appropriation to agricultural colleges and 
special schools of higher education, and to 
some branches of the state government it- 
self, are unconstitutional. 

Supporting these objectors, although not 
in any sense allied with them, is the comp-« 
troller general, who suggests to the legisla- 
ture in his report that no special appropria- 
tions be made this year, and that standing 
appropriations be not increased. 

The reasons given by Comptroller Gen- 
eral William A. Wright are brief and to the 
point. He says that the state expenditures 
are exceeding the state income. He says 
that the tax rate of 5 mills, the limit allowed 


by law, provides for 1918 taxes amounting to ° 


$6,865,774. And the last legislature has ap- 
propriated $7,317,350.

, Report Still Holds Good, 

The comptroller general's figures obtain, 
notwithstanding a. probable increase in the 
valuation of property in the state and the 
resultant additional income. The value of 
property on the 1917 tax digest was $833,962,- 
010, which, with additional taxable property 
of public utility companies, makes a total 
of $991,661,615. Should-the 1918 figures drop 
below these, the revenue would fall corre- 
spondingly. 

So the comptroller, while advising the 
legislature to enact a law which would re- 
quire all state revenue to be lumped together 
in the treasury and then drawn on the gov- 
ernor’s warrant, places the question of reduced 
or increased appropriations squarely before 
the lawmaking body of the state. He advises 
against increase. 

One indication of the forthcoming fight 
was recently found in'the speech of Repre- 
sentative M. IL. Johnson before the Farmers’ 
union, in which he urged increased state 
appropriations for schools as against local 
school taxes, and declares that the appropria- 
tion of money to higher institutions is 
illegal. 


MME. VOLLE TELLS 
OF THE ATROCITIES 
OF TEUTONS IN WAR 


POLICE PROBE WILL 
BE RESUMED TODAY 
AT THE CITY HALL 


Holding her audience 
told, first of the horrors and atrocities of 
the Germans, and then of the determined 
spirit of France to win the war, Mme. J. B. 
Volle, of Belfort, France, delivered one of 
the strongest war lectures heard in Atlanta 
before a large number of people at the Audi- 
torium Sunday afternoon. Mme. Volle told 
of her personal experiences in war-ridden 
France and pictured them so vividly that 
the audience was brought to its feet in ap- 
plause ‘when she spoKe of the bravery of 


“the French. 


Mme. Volle told of the women of France, 
some high in the socia] world, leaving their 
homes to enter ammunition plants, working 
for only 25 cents a day, while some did not 
receive that much. “We are willing to sac- 
rifice everything to defeat Germany,” she 
declared. “France is bending all her re- 
sources and efforts to crush out Kaiserism. 
We are making war first and peace after- 
wards,” she said. 

In describing the atrocities committed 
by the Huns, where French children were 
murdered before the eyes of their mothers, 
or their arms cut. off and otherwise dis- 
figured, and how helpless women had been 
marched in front of the German troops to 
prevent the French from firing on them, 
Mme. Volle said that it was better to die 
fighting rather than to fall into the hands 
of “such devils.” While there are still 
4,000,000 Frenchmen on the front fighting 
even until death if necessary, she said, Ger- 
many will never win. 

At the outbreak of the present great con-~ 
flict, Mme. Volle and her husband were re- 
siding in Toronto, where they had business 
interests. Being a captain in the French 
army, Mme. Volle’s husband hastened to an- 
swer his country’s call and took his ‘wife 
with him. 

She had ‘to return to this country, how- 
ever, after remaining with him for some 
time, to look after their interests here. 
Only a short time after returning to this 
country she received news of her husband 
being wounded, and. hastened to her home 
at Orlando, Fla., to prepare a home for him 
to recuperate in. After going to her home 
at that city she received the news of her 
husband’s death. 

Mme. Vollé’s address followed the organ 
recital of Charles A. Sheldon, city organist, 
which was enjoyed by all present. Besides 
the recital a community singing was led by 
Warren Kimsey, song leader at Camp Gor- 
don, while the Jazz orchestra from the 45th 
Infantry entertained the audience. Several 
good motion pictures were also shown. The 
program was under the auspices of the At- 
lanta War Camp Community Service.

Washington, May 12.—(Special.)—If there 
igs one mad man in Washington war circles 
it is Raymond B. Fosdick, chairman of the 
commission on training camp activities. The 
Cause of it all is an editorial in the May 
issue of The Ladies’ Home Journal, one of 
the Curtis publications, calling upon the 
public to eease the home and club éntertain- 
ment of the soldier boys in camps. 

This ts a direct thrust at the great work 
of the Fosdick commission in camp com- 
munities, with which the people generally 
have so liberally co-operated. Take Atlanta 
as an illustration. The Fosdick commis- 
sion, through Mr. Nespar, its representative, 
organized the local commission in which 
men and women of every creed joined large- 
ly, sincerely and enthusiastically. Mrs. B. 
M. Boykin and her committee of ladies took 
up the big end of the work, and thousands 
of khaki boys at Camp Gordon: and Fort 
McPherson, who are on the battle front 
“over there” today were thus strengthened 
and encouraged and made happier, and thus 
stronger and better men, morally and phys- 
ically, while being trained for the great and 
arduous work ahead of them. 

This is true because the human heart 
seeks and must have entertainment and rec- 
reation, of one kind or another, and the en- 
tertainments furnished by this band of tire- 
less and unselfish workers in Atlanta, men 
and women, provide those kinds of enter- 
tainments and hospitalities that elevate and 
inspjre, and at the same time promote in 
the individual soldier that confidence and 
self-respect that is so essential in the pecu- 
liar demands of the firing lines. 

That there are instances where individ- 
ual hospitality has been carried too far— 
With too great a degree of license, perhaps, 
no one doubts. That may be attributed to 
an unbridled sentimentality rather than to 
a wholesome hospitality. That “hero wor- 
ship” in an offensive sense has resulted un- 
fortunately in some instances no one queas- 
tions. The “lure of the uniform” is pro- 
nounced among some young women, per- 
haps; and frequently encouraged by 
older ones who are more designing than 
prudent. All of these things must and will 
happen, however strongly discouraged, but 
any criticism that may result from such iso- 
lated cases is offset a thousand times—zin 
and around Atlanta, to bring the situation 
home—by the organized hospitality of the 
hundreds and hundreds of good people in 
that city who have made it a study and 
almost a business to throw around the 
young men of the camp those influences 
that satisfy the desire for entertainment and 
recreation, and serve the greater purpose of 
making them real men, clean-cut, high- 
toned young gentlemen, even if regular 
fellows. 

“No, the time has not come,” says Chalir- 
man Fosdick, “to cease these social activi- 
ties in the camp communities any more 
than it has come to cease any of the great 
military activities so essential In the con; 
duct and the winning of this war.” 

And Mr. Fosdick is absolutely right! 


President Wilson 
‘‘Takes In’’ the Circus. 


The world has never seen a nation’s ex- 
ecutive as thoroughly democratic as Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson. A great deal of crit- 
icism has been heard from time to time be- 
cause the president not as approachable 
in the white house offices as some of his 
predecessors. But that is business. With 
the responsibilities of this world war on 
his shoulders, and feeling Keenly those re- 
sponsibilities, he has no time to fool away 
minutes with anybody, be he senator, con- 
gressman or plain Tom, Dick or Harry, from 
the states, unless there is some specific 
reason for such a call. But when the busi- 
ness of the day is over then the president is 
in for a good time, in the regular old-fash- 


foned way, and he usually has it. If it 
wasn't for these diversions the momentous 
cares of the day would become unbearable, 
even to so great a mind. 

I am constrained to write this by an 
incident at the circus the other night when 
the president walked down the full length 
of the great sawdust arena with a bag of 
peanuts in one hand and his box tickets in 
the other, stopping to laugh heartily at the 
clowns who were already doing their turns 
around the rings, and bowing reverentlally 
to an army of newsboys, who were guests 
in one section, one of whom first caught a 
recognition of the famous man. 

With the president were Mra, Wilson and 
a party of guests, all of whom were enjoy- 
ing it as only young folks can, when an 
attendant in red uniform touched the presi- 
dent on the shoulder. “Fifteen cents war 
tax, please,” said the attendant, the presi- 
dent having overlooked that part of the 
entrance fee. As he felt deep into his pock- 
ets he found a quarter and handed it to 
the attendant with a wave of the hand; but 
“tips” on war taxes were not in keeping 
with the showman’s job, and he carefully

“T am not unmindful that our people 
must have thoroughly educated leaders 
and I am not unmindful that we must 
have thoroughly trained 
blacksmiths, cooks, chauffeurs, and 
these persons should be proud of their 
vocation. They ought to be encour- 
aged by those who employ them in such 
a manner that they will feel like mak- 
ing a success in all avenues into which 
they are called to work. I have not 
heard so much about the scarcity 
labor in my life as I have in the last 
few months and it ought not to be, 
for the laborers are plentiful in every 
\cbmmunity, but they have their scru- 
ples about working. Many of them are 
honest and heretofore have been busi- 
ly employed and felt it their duty to 
work. Another class,.is too proud to 
work, having been taught foolish no- 
tions about menial labor. Much or all 
that has been mentioned has been 
brought about for the reason that prop- 
er persons have not been in charge of 
the schoolroom.”

These hospitals received 142 
boxes, weighing 249,356 pounds, con- 
taining 2,500 surgical instruments, 1,000 
mattresses, 4,500 pillows, 4,592 sheets, 
1,200 sweaters, 326 beds, 10,538 suits of 
underwear, 1,456 blankets and 1,200 
shirts. 

For Americans at the front there was 
completed a shower bath establishment, 
with equipment for removing . vermin, 
which was put into operation in six 
days. It has a capacity of 26,000 men 
weekly. Two latndries were installed 
at aviation camps, of sufficent size to 
wash the clothes of 1,000 men weekly. 
Six field kitchens furnished food to 
soldiers going to and returning from 
the battlefield. Bach has a capacity of 
5,000 men daily. 

The Red Cross in the month distrib- 
uted 691,000 bags of tobacco and pack- 
ages of cigarettes. It operated 14 farms 
at American hospital centers. , 

In the field service section, 14 trav- 
eling canteens supplied 425,000 hot: 
drinks. Six canteens in the advanced! 
zone of the French army furnished 
food, drinks and supplies of all kinds 
free for 460,000 Americans, French and 
British soldiers. At one of these can- 
teens, situated a short distance be- 
hind the lines, American soldiers as- 
semble nightly to smoKe, play games, 
write letters and read oks, maga- 
zines and American and English news- 
papers. ; 

The hospital huts contain club rooms 
for the nurses, the enlisted personnel 
and convalescents. They were built by 
the Red Cross; but have been operated 
by the Young Men’s Christian associa- 
tion.

GERMAN AGGRESSION 
AROUSING THE RUSSIANS 


Continued Seizures of Terri- 
tory Cause Great Unrest 
Among Masses. 


London, May 12.—In a wireless mes- 
sage to Ambassador Joffe at Berlin the 
Russian foreign minister, M. Tchitcher- 
in, instructs the ambassador to “try to 
obtain from Berlin cessation of every 
kind of hostility.” The dispatch adds: 

“Captures of our territory are in vio- 
lation of the state of peace with Ger- 
many, and are causing great unrest 
among the masses of our population.” 

M. Joffe also is instructed to notify 
Germany that part of 
Black sea fleet which has left Sebasto- 
pol now is at Novorossysk, on the east 
coast of the Black séa, which port the 
Germans are threatening to capture on 
the ground that their own warships are 
in danger of attack by the Russians. 
M. Tchitcherin says the Russian war- 
ships there will make no such attack. 

A Reuter dispatch filed at Moscow 
May 2 says Germany has announced 

armed vessels in the Black 
sea, including any ships on which are 
sailors of the Russian Black sea fleet, 
will be treated as enemy warships. The 
reason assigned for this action is an 
attack said to have been made on a 
German submarine in the Black sea. 


FRONTIER CLOSED 
TO UKRAINIANS. 


London, May 12.—Wireless messages 
sent from the Russian government to 
Berlin make disclosures regarding Ger- 
man methods in Russia. One complaint 
déals with a message received by the 
Ukrainian colony in Petrograd from 
Ukraine, in which it is stated that the 
frontier has been closed by the Ger- 
mans to all Ukrainians. The evacua- 
tion of Ukrainians from Russia is be- 
ing carried out by means of wagons 
under terrible conditions, particularly 
for the sick and for children. It could 
be effected easily by way of the river 
Dnieper, the message says, but this 
route has been closed to Ukrainians 
by the Germans. 

Count von Mirbach, German ambas- 

sador to Russia, to whom the Ukrain- 
ians applied for assistance, declared his 
inability to do anything. The Russian 
government begs the German foreign 
office to ‘bring pressure to bear on the 
German government, because the needs 
of the Ukrainian refugees are very 
great. 
Another complaint relates to the 
evacuation of German war prisoners, 
which is being carried out within the 
limits of practical possibilities. It is 
said the exchange of invalided prison- 
ers of war, according to the Petrograd 
agreement, does not mean an exchange 
per capita. In view of this condition 
the Russian government begs that the 
Russians at Vilna be not detained.

Soldiers There Who Ought 
to Be Fighting Germans, 
Barnes, of War Council, 
Tells the American Labor 
_, Delegates. 


“London, March 12.—George Nicoll 
Barnes, labor member of the war cab- 
. inet, presided this afternoon at a great 


meeting in Kensington theater under 


the auspices of the National War Aims 
committee, held to welcome Martin F. 
Ryan, pedsident of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Car Men, and Miss Agnes Nes- 
tor, president of the Women's Trade 
Union League of Chicago, who are 
members of the American labor mission 
now in London. Mr. Barnes said that 


the letter of General Frederick B. Mau- 
rice to the press, charging the gov- 
érnnment with concealing the rea! facts 
of the military situation, was an inci- 
dent which soon would be -forgotten. 
There was a far more grave question in 
the situation in Ireland. 
“™. Irish Problem Difficult. 

"It might seem that while we are 
fighting for small nationalities and 
leaving Ireland alone we are rather in- 
consistent.“ Mr. Barnes continued: 
“Things, however, are not so simple as 
they look when seen from a distance. 
Ireland has two units and they are ase 
widely separated in ideals and the out- 
look of ordinary life as it is possible 
for two peoples to ibe, and the difficult 
problem is to harmonize public feeling 
in Ireland and at the same time uphold 
unity in the United States. 

“Labor is in complete sympathy with 
Irish national sentiment,’ the speaker 
a@gserted, “but the problem is the most 
difficult one that could face any gov- 
ernment. The difficulties, however, 
must be solved; Ireland must have its 
parliament; so must Scotland, and so 
must Wales. At the present time Ire- 
. Jand is doing little to take part ina 
war which concerns her as much as 
any other part of the empire. Moreover, 
Ireland is absorbing many thousands. of 
our soldiers, who would much better be 
employed in fighting the Germans. It 
is up to us to find a way out of the 
difficulty and we must try to bring the 
two parties together.” 

The American labor representatives, 
who have returned to London after a 
visit to France, were under fire sever- 
al times on their trip to the front, but 
not one of them was hit. William 
Short, president of the Seattle Federa- 
tion of bor, described the experi- 
ences of the delegates at the American 
front in an interview today. 

“The American boys seem to be in 
excellent spirits and anxious to do a 
lot more fighting than they have been 
privileged to do thus far,” he_- said. 
“They are much elated at the possibil- 
ity of more fighting. We were under 
fire several times during the journey, 
but none of us was struck.” 

America Must Use Resources. 

On being asked for his impression as 
to the general situation, Mr. Short re- 
plied: 

“Everything we have seen in France 
and Great Britain has emphasized the 
conviction we had when we came here, 
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take back to our people. 

Great Britain and France have done 
more than their share. They have done

“My mother!” 

The subject of prayers and tender re-

in the streets of London yesterday 
aroused the enthusiasm of the Sunday 
Papers as have few events in many 
months. The writers unite in giving 


‘unstinted praise to the appearance of 


the men and predict for them a record 
of splendid achievements when they 
reach the front. 

“Since the thrilling days of the first 
months of the war,” says The Observer, 
“London has not known such a notable 
scene of enthusiasm as that evoked yes- 
terday. -“‘The finest sight I have seen 
since the war began,’ was the verdict 
of a young soldier who has seen serv- 
ice on four fronts. The men are a 
fine looking body and appear to) be in 
the pink of condition. The companies 
filed past with light, elastic step, keep- 
ing excellent time and creating a 
mighty favorable impression of their 
marching qualities and physique.” 

“Londoners cheered yesterday as they 
have not cheered for many. months,” 
says Lloyd’s Weekly News. “From the 
moment when the first battalion de- 
trained to the last-minute farewell 
when the crowd called out ‘Come back 
soon,’ the day was one of heartening 
friendliness. 

“It was the women who gave the 
Americans a special welcome. ‘God bless 
you,’ they cried all along the route. 
Mothers lifted their children that they 
might have a sight of the soldiers from 
across the sea who were going to fight 
side by side with daddy. 

New Name for Americans. 

“And the waiting crowds found a 
new name for the visitors. As the first 
battalion swung out from Wgterloo 
station some one called out to @ friend 
that they were ‘a real husky lot.’ The 
word pleased the fancy of the crowd 
and soon every one was calling for 
cheers for ‘the huskies.’ 

“It was a great friendship which 
was struck up between the London 
crowd and the American boys who have 
come across to give them a hand. That 
was the feeling that persisted to the 
last when the visitors said good-by 


for the time being to London.”’ 

The Weekly Despatch prints a letter 
written home by an American soldier 
yesterday describing the  day’s pro- 
ceedings, of which the following is an 
extract: 

“The whole march gave one a sort of 
at-home feeling. I think that was the 
biggest thing about it, if you ask me— 
that they should want us to feel 
home. Some of the fellows say it was 
the biggest moment they ever hope to 
have, standing there in front of the 

alace. What it made me feel was that 
re were all in together.” 

Frederick Wile, in The Weekly De- 
spatch, says that as an American, he 
knows that every man in the regiment 
felt it was the happiest and most 
memorable event in his life. He adds 
that The Despatch has received a sheaf 
of letters from all over Great Britain 
with countless schemes for organized 
hospitality to the American troops. 

“Wihether good or bad,” he says, “‘the 
suggestions spring unmistakably from 
one universal sentiment with a whole- 
hearted anxiety to convert Great Brit- 
ain into Sammy’s ‘blighty’ if he will 
have it.’’ 

Clean-Shaven Faces and Square Jaws. 

The Sunday Pictorial says:’ 

“The king could not help but notice 
the grit and determination of the Amer- 
icans feflected in their clean-shaven 
faces and square jaws.” 

“Finely built, clean-looking troops,” 
says The Sunday Herald, “they made 
an excellent impression. HEverywhere 
they were enthusiastically welcomed.

Charged by London Observer. 
Maurice Used as _ Tool. 
Intrigue Dangerous.

London, May 12.—A great deal of at- 
tention is being attracted to the ar- 
ticle in the current issue of The Ob- 
server in which the letter of Major 
General Maurice, accusing the govern- 
ment of making misstatements about 
the military situation, is described as 
the most perilous episode of public 
life during the war. The Observer says 
that General Maurice is not the lead- 
ing figure in the affair, and that the 
source of mischief is Colonel Reping- 
ton, the military critic, working 
through The Morning Post, “and that 
dubious sheet, The Naturalized News.’ 

What The ObserVer refers to as The 
Naturalized News The National 
News a Sunday sheet started some 
time ago by a naturalized alien whose 
antecedents, the newspaper says, “ought 
to have prevented the board of trade 
from giving him a license.” 

The Observer declares the whole 
aim of the intrigue is to stab in the 
back the present chief of the imperial 
staff, Major General Sir Henry Wilson, 
because Colonel Repington has a pri- 
vate enmity against him, and because 
the general has been the chief military 
advocate of allied unity of command. 
The newspaper says this faction is 
playing the enemy’s game on both 
sides of the Atlantic by attempting 
to bring the present war administra- 
tion into disrepute, to breed dissension 
among the allies, especially between 
Premier Lloyd-George and Premier 
Clemenceau, to spread suspicion and 
doubt, to mislead America and to in- 
sult Italy. Another purpose, it says, is 
to plead for Austria in a newspaper 
edited by a naturalized Austrian. 

The Observer demands that the gov- 
ernment ruthlessly put down treachery 
and assert the constitutional control of 
the army. 

“The ramifications of the recent 
mutiny must be traced,” it adds. “Mil- 
itary intrigue must be crushed with- 
out compunction. The events of the 
last few days justify the hope and be- 
lief that Premier Lloyd-George and 
Viscount Milner are the men to make 
an end to this mutinous nuisance.”
